T his was the first intimation of a mu­ 
tiny. 

Neves, two oth er officers 
and a few sailors resisted the m uti­ 
neers, but they were killed.

He bad already 
eaten one pottle of milk, one pottle of 
pottage, and bread, butter, and cheese.

Hetepa, 
300 B. t\, together with its

chamber was formed of a recess at 
the base of a square shaft, occasion­ 
ally at a depth of thirty feel, hewn 
in the solid rock and carefully filled 
in.

Prof, Philip R. Uhler gives an ac­ 
count of*a discovery which he made iu 
the wvsurrn M aryland mountain« 
says 
the Baltim ore American. 
Three freaks, 
the principal 
one 
named Buzzard's 
Knnb, crolvn a plateau about oix miles 
from the city. 
It was for Prof. I Tiler 
to discover that the three prominences 
are in fact volcanoes, and that they 
are the very oldest type of volcanic 
rock that Is found in the United State.1-, 
These peaks are of a different form 
from volcanoes like Vesuvine 
In the 
iattar form of volcano molten lava and 
atones are forced up by superheated 
steam, loaving a deep hole, but 
in 
these craters in western Maryland the 
whole mountain was originally in 
a 
molten condition and the top « rust was 
lorced upward in a d<4pia-shaped torn«, , 
and such lava as did escape was forced i 
out In vents at various places. 
The 
volcanic rock of the region is metal- 
bearing, and speelmenta of gray, green 
and gold copper were found by 
Dr, 
Uhler. 
The domes of the craters were 
somewhat elliptical in shape.

MAILED LETTER S. 


Belong to the Ssnders Until Delivered , 


to ¡he Addressee*. 


Under the postal regulations and the 
rulings of tbe highest courts of the 
United States a letter does not belong 
to the person to whom it is sent until 
It is delivered to him. The writer has 
a right to reclaim and regain posses­ 
sion of it, provided be can prove to 
tbe satisfaction of the postmaster at 
the office front which It was sent that 
be was the writer of it. 
Even after 
the letter has arrived at tbe office 
which Is its destination and before it 
has been delivered to the person to 
whom it is addressed it may be re­ 
called 
by 
the 
writer by telegraph 
through the mailing office. 
Tbo regulations of the postoffice de­ 
partment of course require that the 
utmost care shall be taken by the 
postmaster at the office of mailing to 
ascertain that the person who desires 
to withdraw the letter is really the 
one who is entitled to do so. and a 
postmaster is responsible for his error 
if he delivers the letter to an Impostor 
or an unauthorized person. 
The vital principle in our political 
system lies at the bottom of this mat­ 
ter. 
In this country the state is the 
servant or agent of the citizen, not his 
master. 
It remains merely his agent 
throughout the transmission of a let­ 
ter. 
The state may prescribe regula­ 
tions under which its own servants 
may carry a message for the citizen, 
but It cannot shirk its responsibility 
to him.—New* York Press.

These Famous Life Saving Animal* 


Ar* Said to Be Mongrels. 


Among American tourists in Switzer­ 
land there is much rivalry for securing 
“ real” St. Bernards to take home with 
them. 
They evidently do not know 
that tbe St. Bernards are mongrels. 
The original St. Bernards saw the 
light toward the end of the fourteenth 
century. 
The mother was a W allis 
shepherd dog, the sire a mongrel of u 
Great Dane and a Spanish mountain 
mastiff. 
In the winter of 1S12 nearly all the 
dogs lost their lives in the snow. 
In 
1810 the last St. Bernard dog died. 
But a monk of Martingny had a mon­ 
grel St. Bernard, and this was crossed 
with Wallis sheep dogs. 
The breed­ 
ing being done In scientific manner, 
the 
present 
race 
of 
St. 
Bernards, 
though mongrel, like the first, is better 
and stronger than the old ones, it is 
said. 
The railways have made use of St. 
Bernards almost unnecessary now, yet 
they continue on the old stand in win­ 
ter when the snow lies high. Only the 
male dogs are used for rescuing men 
In distress. They are followed by men 
on fenowshoes. who carry provisions. 
Each of the older dogs has one or more 
lyciing companions, which he teaches 
the business.—Boston Post.

MAR LBOR OUGH'S NOTE. 


A Scrap of Fap*r Treasured by tha 


Great Duke’s Heir*. 


A scrap of paper that carries one 
hack to the very atmosphere of a 
great decisive battle In the world’s 
history is among the historical treas­ 
ures of Bleubeiu* House. 
On the pa­ 
per are a dozen lines scribbled in pen­ 
cil. 
They were written by tbe Duke 
of Marlborough at the close of the 
fierce struggle at Blenheim. 
The tumult of battle was rolling 
westward, where French and Bava­ 
rians were in disorderly retreat, with 
Marlborough's cavalry riding fiercely 
in their rear. 
The slopes of the hill 
and tho marshy plain were strewn 
with 30.000 killed aud wounded. 
But Marlborough, with tho excite­ 
ment of the great fight yet strong 
within him, pulled up his horse on one 
of tho little rustic bridges across the 
Schwanbuch aud scribbled these do/, 
en lines to his wife in London to tell 
her of the great event. 
Apparently the duke borrowed the 
scrap of paper from some member of 
his staff, for on the back of it arc the 
faded items of a tavern bill. 
He used 
the parapet of tbe bridge for n writing 
desk. 
lie had been seventeen hours in 
tho saddle, most of that time riding in 
the very heart of ouo of the greatest 
battles in all history, yet the letters 
are firm in shape, a curious testimony 
to that serenely unshakable tempera­ 
ment that was Marlborough’s most 
striking 
characteristic. — New 
York 
Herald.

no one’s porter but bis, 
“ 1 wish, sir,” 
replied the brewer, “ that every other 
blackguard in London would tell me 
tbe same.”

Ro llin g Cig ars. 
It Is common to hear men complain 
of poorly made cigars, but it Is not 
always because a cigar is Indifferently 
or badly made that the wrapper curls 
up aud comes off. 
Much ofiencr (Ids 
comes from the cigar 'having been 
rolled by a maker’s left hand and later 
smoked from the hand of a right 
handed man. 
All cjgarnmkers must 
use both hands equally well, and econ­ 
omy both in time and material is the 
prevailing rule in tobacco factories. 
When a piece of tobacco is cut for the 
wrapper it Is cut on the bias and rolled 
from left to right on the filler, and at 
tho same time and by the other hand 
the remaining piece» are used, being 
necessarily rolled in the opposite way. 
For tins reason the man who Holds a 
cigar in his right hand, which always 
gives a few twists during the course 
of a smoke, rubs the wrapper the 
wrong way, and easily enough it be­ 
comes loosened-—Chicago Tribune.

Tho business of banking was not In 
trod need Into England until the seven 
tccnth century, when it began to be 
undertaken by goldsmiths in London,* 
who appear to have borrowed it from 
Holland. 
It w as attacked, as Innova­ 
tions commonly are. 
Mr. Gllbnrt in 
his “ History aud Principles of Bank­ 
ing” quotes from a pamphlet publish­ 
ed in 1070, entitled "Tin* Mystery bf 
the 
New 
Fashioned 
Goldsmiths 
or 
Bankers Discovered,” a passage that 
may be reproduced: 
“ Much about 
the same time-the 
time of the civil commotion—Hie gold­ 
smiths (or new' fashioned bankers) be­ 
gan to receive the* rents of gentlemen’s 


estates remitted to town and to allow 
them and others who put rash Into 
their hands some interest for It If It 
remained but a single month in their 
hands or even a lesser time. 
There 
was a great allurement to put money 
Into their hands, which would bear 
Interest till the day they wanted It, 
and they could also draw it out by 
{ lop yr £50. etc.. at a time as they 
wanted it with Infinitely less trouble 
than If they had lent it out on either 
real or personal security. 
The conse­ 
quence was that it quickly brought a 
great, 
quantity 
of 
cash 
into 
their 
hands, so that (In* chief or greatest of 
them 
was 
now 
enabled 
to supply 
Cromwell with money in advance on 
the revenues as his occasion required 
upon great advantages to themselves.”
